ELYAST is still suffering severely from 
the influenza germ. Although the 
disease is’ not notifiable, the Medical 

Superintendent Officer of Health (Dr. C. 8. 
| Fhomson) declares that there is no change in 
the position.

NUMEROUS CLERICAL 
WORKERS ON THE LIST

“The disease is not of itself serious, but 
neglect of its early stages may lead to 
pneumonia,’’ said Dr. J. C. Saunders, Cork 
City Medical Officer of Health, yesterday 
when discussing the epidemic of influenza 
which is now very prevalent in Cork. 

In order to avoid the disease he advised 
people to eat good wholesome food, and to 
try to keep in the best of health, avoid 
crowded places, especially indoor crowds, and 
to go to bed immediately that there is any 
symptom of influenza. 

He also suggested gargling with anti- 
septics three or four times a day. 

As inflmenza is not a notifiable disease, 
Dr. Saunders was unable to give the number 
of cases, but added that during the past week 
dispensary doctors treated persons. 

That "he added, did not represent any- 
thing like the full number, and two of the 
medical officers themselves were suffering 
from the disease. 


WHOLE FAMILIES 


STRICKEN 
Inquiries in other circles revealed that in 
some cases entire households have been 


stricken, and in some Jarge factories about 
15 per cent, of the staffs are on the sick list. 

Fortunately the disease appears to be of a 
mild type. 

Strangely enough clexical workers appear 
more liable to catch the disease than manual 
workers, and several big city firms are being 
run on skeleton staffs In one concern em- 
ploying 500 hands there are 75 down with 
influenza, and the number of cases is increas- 
ing steadily, but it was noticeable that the 
men engaged in hard manual labour in this 
factory had escaped altogether. .

Preference will be given 
to applications for not less than 25 barrels of 
seed; and before allocating supplies the De- 
partment will require to be satisfied that the 
firm concerned has proper facilities for clean- 
ing seed ogts and for the preparation of a 
proper sample of seed.

it has been announced by the British Board 
of Trade that at the annual conference with 
the General Lighthouse authorities and the 
Advisory Committee on New Lighthouse 
Works, representing shipowners’ associations, 
underwriters and Chambers of Commerce, 
which was held on December 18 last, it was 
agreed that it was necessary to take steps to 
increase by 25 per cent. the rates at which 
dues are levied on shipping for the upkeep 
of lights, buoys and beacons in the British 
Isles. 

The lights authorities have decided that a 
number of the vessels comprising the fleet 
of lighthouses operating in the waters of the 
coast are obsolete, and should be replaced, 
and, as a number of the Free State lightships 
come within this category, a number of new 
vessels will be operating from Dun Laoghaire 
in the present year. To meet the extra cost, 
the rates of dues charged on shipping will be 
increased, ! 

The Irish Free State, from the point of 
view of expense, will not be affected, 


INCREASED DUES 


The Irish Lights Commissioners were repre- 


‘sented at the conference at which the decision 


to increase the dues was come to. The Irish 
authorities are concerned with the protection- 
of shipping all along the Irish coast, includ- 
ing the islands on the West coast, and they 
continually put forward suggestions for the 
more efficient working of the service. Any 
suggestions that may increase the cost to 
shippers naturally meets with strong opposi- 
tion, for those interested in shipping are 
concerned with keeping down their expendi- 
ture as much as possible. The present de- 
cision has been come to, however, after a 
careful examination of the condition of the 
services, and has been actuated by a concern 
for the protection of shipping. : 

The lght services in the British Isles are 
controlled by the Board of Trade in London. 
It has been suggested from time to time that 
the services around the Irish coast should be 
controlled by the Free State Government, 
but the latest decision shows the impractica- 
bility of this, as the services, under Free 
State control, would mean a heavy expendi- 
ture by this country. 

The increase in the dues will come into 
effect on April 1. At present the rates 
range from 10d. per ton per annum, in the 
case of sailing ships engaged in the home 
trade, to 1s. 44d. per ton for foreign-going 
steamers. The dues are collected in Dublin 
at the North Wall.

displaced epigrams the plays of Oscar Wilde 
were More attractive in the theatre than they 
are to-day. As Wilde himself had difficulty 
in “ living up to his blue china,” so his plays 
have difficulty in living up to the standard of 
theatrical wit in these days. It may be that 
it is the living down to the contemporary, 
standard that is the real difficulty; but, 
whatever may be the cause, the Wildian wit 
no more sparkles and glitters as it once did. 

At the Gate Fheatre last night, when '' The 
Importance of Being Earnest “ was presented, 
with Mr. Anew McMaster as “ Ernest,’” 
there was wit without gaiety, and some of the 
brightest specimens passed almost unnoticed, 
The reason for this apparent failure of the 
Wilde wit might possibly be found in the 
pace of the dialogue; but, if the Wilde 
dialogue be spoken too fast, its epigrams are 
in danger of being missed altogether. An 
increased pace, particularly in the first act, 
would, nevertheless, improve this production. 
An effort to underline an epigram is often 
as deadly in its effect on an audience as is 
the slurred speech which is unheard,

Conroy 
developed tetanus and died on the 2nd 
of January. 

Patrick White, an official at the Mullingar 
branch of the Bank of Ireland, said. that 
he saw the guard fall between his van and the 
platform. A few moments later, as the train 
pasesd on, he fell on to the permanent way. 
The witness ran forward to help him up, 
but he rose of his own accord, said that he 
was all right and walked towards the train, 
which had stopped in the meantime. He did 
not appear to be lame. 

Thomas Reeves, who had signalled the train 
to start on the instruction of the guard, said 
that in his opinion Conroy’s fall was purely 
accidental. 

John Fane, a porter, who witnessed the 
accident, said that as the guard fell behind 
the train he did not see how the wheel could 
possibly have run over him. 

J. Brady said that he relieved Conroy when 
the train arrived in Dublin. The man did 
not appear to be Jame and hurried away. 

J. Doolan, a checker on the train, said 
that he returned to the guard’s van about 
half an hour after the train had left Mullin- 
gar and saw Conroy sitting on a seat. There 
was blood on his hands and he had been 
using the first aid box. He said he had 
hurt his foot at Mullingar, but that it was 
not serious. He was “all right.’’ 

In recording their verdict the jury added 
a rider urging the railway gi to ap- 
point a special man in stations where the 
platforms were long or curved to start the 


trains, and thus obviate the necessity for the 


guard to run for his van as the train moved 


out.

A GLANCE AT: NAGA 
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ITS PEOPLE AND THEIR WAYS 


A very interesting lecture on the in- 
habitants of Naga, a province on the North- 
East border or Assam, was given at the 
meeting of the Geographical Society of Ire- 
land last night by Mr. Erie Lambert, 
F..R.G.S., F.,R.A.1., in Academy House, 
Dawson street, Dublin. Mr. Lambert has spent 
five years in the area in an administrative 
capacity, and will lecture to the Royal 
Geographical Society before returning there. 

He said that the people of Naga still chng 
to the ancient custom of head-hunting, though 
it has been stamped out in the area adminis- 
tered by the Indian Empire. In the earlier 
days the natives constantly raided the rich 
plains of Assam on head-hunting forays, and 
to check this the British Government took 
over a <trip of land between the two pro- 
vinces. This strip had since been adminis- 
tered bv the British and head-hunting had 
been forbidden, though it was still carried 
on in part of the independent area. The latter 
area was never interfered with, except as 
a reprisal for raids by head-hunters across 
the border. 

There were about 750,000 people in the 
area, and they had a culture of their own. 
The country was primitive, heavily jungled 
and possessed no roads, communication being 
catried on through jungle paths, many of 
which were cut by the natives. The natives 
were small in stature, and when the jungle 
grew across the path overhead a person of 
even medium height had to walk in a stoop- 
ing position. 

Of the population, about 200,000 were 
British subjects, and the rest independent, 
There were about twenty-four languages 
spoken in the area.
